Rowe, Ga., September 12.—[Special.]—Three 
hundred thousand dollars was the size 
#f the appropriation bill passed by the 
souso and senate for the opening-up of 
the Coosa river, so engineer Wingfie!d of the 
United States engineer corps of the northern 
Jivision of the Coosa riverinformed your re- 

The gnature of President Harrison is all that 
gs now needed. It is the largest appropriation 
the Coosa river has ever had by at least four 
times, and the United States engineers are go- 
mg to work right away to open up the Coosa 
river, so that Rome can have direct water 
transportation to the gulf. 

Captain Phillip M. Price is the government 
giperintendent ofthe work, and resides in 
Montsomery, Ala. For years the work of 
‘learing the shoals has been retarded on ac- 
count of lack of funds. Three locks have 
been completed just below Greensport, but 
they are many more to be put in. Engineers 
| Wingfield and Singleton are in 
today, and are surveying the 

shoals, one mile below Rome. 
Engincer Wingfield says that the first 
work that will be done under the new appro- 
priation wiil be to deepen the channel of Horse 
lez shoals from three to four feet; that work 
bevan on the preliminary’survey today. Thus 
a Jarze foree of hands will be put to work. 

The Horseleg shoals are among the worst 
of the whole river, and when they are made 
deeper our steamers can carry much larger 
carzocs. 

The opening of the Coosa river is of vital 
importance to Rome, and will mark a new era 
in her prosperity. 

Barzes of cotton, of iron, of marble and all 
other products can be shipped direct to the 
Gulf of Mexico by water. All tropical goods 
can be brought by steamers to the head waters 
of the Coosa at Rome. | 

At present some of Romo’s merchants have 
their New Orleans sugars, ete., shipped to 

Ala., and from there = ship 
the Coosa river to Rome 
ta great reduction of freight. 

Barges are already being constructed by 
Captain Seay, to be placed on the rivers, and 
a tug will tow them.

BEHIND PRISON BARS. 


Two Young Atlantians Arrested Here on 
a Scricus Charge. 
From The Americus Advertizer. 

Two well-dressed young men, representatives of 
well-known and highly respected families in At- 
lanta, occupied a ceil in the county jail here yes- 
terday. 

They were arrested near Rogers’s store, in the 
lower part of the county, early yesterday morning 
by Officers Wheeler and Smith, of the city police, 
on the charge of running away from Atlanta with 
a horse and buggy belonging to the father of one 
of the young men, t 

They were lodged in jail and the Atlanta author- 
ities notified at once. Immediately a reply came, 
ordering the officers to hold the men until an 
officer couid be sent down from Atianta for them. 
However, another telegram came last night, or- 
dering the rejease of the prisoners, with the 
further message that they must never return to 
Atianta. 

A Times reporter called at the jail yesterday 
and sought an interview with the young men. 
They were very reticent, and seemed to deplore 
greatly the circumstance that placed them behind 
the bars. Both were anxious that their names be 
withheld, and owing to the high standing of their 
families, together with the fact that their release 
pn ordered shortly afterwards, this was promised 
them. 

From what could be gatherel, it seems that one 
of the parties, for the second or third time, took 
his father’s teamand drove with itto Macon. There 
the young man claims he left it, and, then with 
his companion, footed it to Americus. Since 
their arrival here they have been drinking pretty 
freely, and, while in this condition, made re- 
marks that aroused suspicion in the minds of the 
oilicers and the two were quietly shadowed. 

Tuesday night a message was received from the 
Atlanta authorities, in reply to one sent from this 
city, ord -ring the detention of the two men. They 
could not be found, however, but early yesterday 
morning the two arresting officers heard that 
they had been seen going down the Central rail- 
road, in the direction of Smithville. 

They at once secured & conveyance and put out 
to overtake the men. At Poole’s crossing they 
separated, Lieutenant Wheeler going down the 
railroad track while Patrolman Smith went the 
wag¢n road. At Rogers’s store they came upon 
the men, who quietly submitted to arrest and 
were brought back. 

One of them had a paint brush in his pocket and 
claimed to be a painter, but the brush showed no 
evidence of having ever been used. The men said 
they neither knew or cared whither they went. 
3b y were furnished lodging at a hotel last night, 
but itis hardly probable that they will return to 
Atlanta in a hurry.

THE ALUMNI COMMITTEE ON EN- 
DOWMENT IN SESSION. 


Yarious Plans and Great Schemes Dis- 
cussed at Length—An Enthusiastic 
Mecting—Needs of the University. 


The university will be endowed. 

Such at least is abundantly promised in the 
results of the committee on endowment yes- 
jerday. 

The committee met in the chambers of the 
judge of the city courtand the meeting was 

ler by Judge Howard Van E 
galled to order by Judg Pps, 
jemporary chairman, promptly at 2 o’clock. 

There were present Mr. W. A. Hemphill, 
Captain Harry Jackson and Mr. H. H. Caba- 
piss, of Atlanta; Mr \. L. Lawton, Jr., of Sa- 
yannah, and Jace: V a Epps, Chanceller W. 
—. Boggs. Dr. H:rrr; White, and Captain W. 
W. Thomas, of Athens, were also present by 
roquest from the committee. 

Judge Van Epps, in calling the meeting to 

der, stated that by request. of 
ee, Pp. W. Meldrim, of Savannah, 

resident of the alumni society, he had called 

1e meeting of the committee to take up such 
means and methods as would result in endow- 
Ing the university with a fund to cover its 
needs. 

He !aved before the committee a letter from 
the private secretary of Hon. C. H. Phinizy, 
ef Augusta, stating that he was absentin the 
north and could not attend; also a telegram 
from Hon. C. L. Bartlett, of Macon, excusing 
his non-appearance and pledging his hearty 
go-operation with the committee. 

The committee was permanently organized 
ypon a motion by Captain Harry Jackson that 
Judge Howard Van Epps be made permanent 
president and Mr. If. H. Cabaniss permanent 
gecretary, Which was adopted. 

DR. WHITE SPEAKS. 

Dr. Harry C. White, of the university fac- 
nity, then made a brief speech about the con- 
dition and needs of the university. 

Ho showed in definite figures the present in- 
rome of the university and the expenses of the 
nniversity annually. He told in plain terms 
of the dilapidated condition of the buildings 
on the campus, and spoke of the urgent ne- 
cessity for appliances in several of the depart- 
ments. 

“The new organization of the college,’’ said 
Dr. White, ‘‘will place it with a rank second 
to no educational! institution in America, and 
make it a congenial home for the training of 
the bright youths of Georgia. 

“An additional income of at least $27,000 
ghould be secured to support the idea conceived 
in the new organization of the university, and 
we look forward with hopefulness to the re- 
gults of this meeting today.”’ 

When Dr. White had concluded his re- 
marks, Chancellor Boggs made a few well- 
advised remarks, which received attentive 
consideration from the committee. 

Captain W. W. Thomas, of the [prudential 
committee of the trustees, whose information 
about the affairs of the university is unlimited, 
made several suggestions which quickly put 
the committee in train for action. 

A FORCIBLE LETTER. 

The following letter from Hon. A. M. 
Williams, of Columbus, was read: 

CoLuMbBuUs, Ga., September 10.—Hon. Howard 
Van Epps, Temporary Chairman Alumni Commit- 
tee, University of Georgia.—My Dear Sir: Your 
favor of the sth instant came duly to hand. It is 
with great regret and genuine disappointment I 
_ myself unabie to meet the committee on Fri- 

ay. 

Family affliction demands my presence at home 
this week, and makes it impossible for me to reach 
Atlanta in time to meet with you. 

My appreciation of the university and its work, 
the happy memories of my three years there and 
interest in the movement to place the institution 
on a solid foundation for enlarged usetulnegs, 
caused ine to accept eagerly the place on the com- 
mittee. 

I favor very heartily the movement for the 
Bunni endowment] of the university. I think 
plans should be adopted to enlist every grade of 
the alumni in the work. The wealtby alumni 
should be induced to give large sums, if possible. 
Tie south has never done its duty in this line and 
@true all-ronnd progress in our “new south” 
Civilization calls for a dedieation of large percent- 


“ages of our growing wealth to the elevation of 


No cause promises more, just now or 

meeus more, than higher eaucation. Our 

lans should also enlist those who cannot 
considered wealthy. 

Co-operation is a law of this age, and many have 
the privilege pple about good results by 
addime their mites till they become millions. 
Many not able to give largely will consider ita 
privilege to join with us in the foundation of 
chairs, etc. Besides, every man who puts a dollar 
into the enterprise, will feela deeper interest in 
the success of the university than before. A pop- 
ular movement for endowment will advertise 
and enlist the friends of the school in many ways. 

There have been two plans suggested for carry- 
ing out this side of the scheme. 

Your endowmcnt by insurance will strike 
mgny favorably, and should be formulated and 
adopted. 

There are two objections toit for some: First, 
the university needs present aid and that plan 
delays the movement for ten years, i.e. any re- 
turn for the movement. Second, some cannot 
Spare the amount suggested from their annual in- 
come who would and should take part in the 
movement. Therefore, I think a third plan 
should be adopted. Take subscriptions for $190, 
$200, $500 or more, payable in cash or negotiable 
notes bearing 6 per cent interest and payable in 
Bay five ‘ears—less if the subscriber 
prefers. If he pays cash, invest at once. 

If he gives his note he pays interest at once, 
which is availabie to the university as income— 
the principal coming from year to year can be re- 
invested. Now, I am following the plan with 
Emory. Igave my note for $250, payable at will 
and with 6 percent perannum. That is, $15 goes 
to current income and whatever I am able tospare 
each yearto the payment of the principal. Now, 
I have no property, but to meet this note I carry 
wXtra cheap life insurance. 

The point I want to make is to adopt plans that 
will meet the different views and circumstances of 
the alumni. 

My disppointment in not meeting the com- 
mittee is great, but you can call on me for any- 
thing in my power. am, yours respectfully,

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORK, September 12.—The stock market 
<“oday was again influenccd by a scarcity of money, 
while the screws of bear manipulation were again 
put onto increase the alroady suflicient demoral- 
ization of weak holders of stock. Stringency has 
now continued so long that Wall street is begin- 
ning to fear that it will in time prostrate the bus- 
iness of the whole conutry, but the belief that the 
administration would take measures to relieve the 
scarcity, no matter to what lengths it might go, 
bas served to keep stocks in hands which would 
otherwise have parted with them a week ago. 
The rate again went upto %%4 per cent premium 
and interest, but later in the day, when a rumor 
was circulated that the secretary of the treasury 
was in town and in conference with leading bank- 
ers, and had been offered a large block of 4 per 
cents, the rate again went down to near the legal 


rate, and finally closed at that figure. ‘The drif / 


of opinion on the street is that the secretary 
should purchase 4 per cents liberally or that the 
surplus should be deposited in national banks. 
Some of the most conservative figures on the pur- 
chase of 4 per cents are that at least $25,000,000 or 
$30,000,000 should be purchased, and that at fig- 
ures highenough to secure them iminediately. 
Every one expected a weak opening this morning 
“and no one was disappointed in that respect, for 
there was arush to sell,andin many stocks the 
evident intention was to sell them as low as pos- 
sible, for Burlington and Quincy was opened off 
2 yer cent at 9414, and Sugar Refineries 1%4 at 74. 
In the case of the former there was at least no oc- 
currence over night which. could make such a dif- 
ference in its value. Sugar was affected by the 
announcement that the next dividend would be 
passed, and the general opinion is that insiders 
are again milking the street,and that a sudden 
turn may be expected inthe stock at any time. 
There were heavy sales in early trading, and some 
stop orders, principally in Sugar, were met, which 
forced that stock off 2\4 per cent further, but the 
Belling movement was over by that time, and a 
sharp rally took place on extenstve covering of 
shorts, which ran prices up to the level of opening 
figures, and in some cases beyond. A rumor in 
regard to the secretary was then circulated and 
Induced some buying for long account with fresh 
covering, and a still sharper rally occurred, even 
Chicago Gas risitig over 2 percent in less than one 
hour. The rumor could not be traced to any au- 
thentic source, however, and the urgent demand 
Boon siacked away, but the improved feeling, to- 
ther with the easing up of money rates, kept a 
firm tone going, andin some cases still higher 
rices were reached in the last hour. Recoveries 
rom the lowest figures extended about 2% per 
cent. The market finally closed quiet and firm, 
generally at small fractions better than opening 


a prices, but at irregular changes from last night’s 
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nal prices. Sales aggregated 238,000 shares of 
listed and 73,000 unlisted.
